rent American price of $40 
Whether Stimies will follow up his 
Invasion of American markets 
by

alone can solve. 
The United States 
is one of the few countries in the 
development of which he has appar* 
entiy taken no hand. Credited with 
controling eight billion marks 
of 
capita! and with being the most pow* 
erful figure industrially and politi­ 
cally in Germany Stinnes rode to the 
crest of his power on the war. 
He, 
it was, says his enemies, who 
con­ 
ceived the i lea of the deporting Bel­ 
gian worker* to Germany, and who 
headed the C axman interests that ex* 
plotted Belgian mines and other re* 
sources daring the period of occupa­ 
tion. 
Even before the war Stinnes was 
the biggest iron and coal figure in 
Germany, but it was not until the 
close of the world struggle that he 
began reaching out on a large scale 
for other fields to conquer.
